He was examined at length by District Attor- 
ney Milchrist and W. T. Underwood, who has 
interested himself in digging up the natural- 
ization frauds in the interests of the Re- 
publican Central Committee. Adams was un- 
abie to procure bail and was late in the after- 
noon remanded to the county jail to await 
preliminary examination Friday. Adains is 
about 25 years of age and to all appearances 
competent to take care of himself. He was 
in his conversation and made no ad- 
mission of guilt and no statement implicating 
any one else. 3 i 
Bail Hard to Find. 

Early in the afternoon Bill Fitzgerald, the 
defeated cand:date for the Democratic nomi- 
nation as State Treasurer, who gave bond for 
Barney Manning, the Halsted street saloon- 
keeper, and his rew crop of citizens, ap- 
peared and signed the document which re- 
leased Thomas Harrington after a night in 

jail. In swearing to his qualifications as a 
surety Fitzgerald estimated his property at 
$700,000, : 


Harrington, who is a typical Canadian 
tough with low brows, undershot jaws, a vio- 
lently cardinal countenance, and Whitechapel 
swagger, did not obtain his release with 
ease. Early in the morning he sent

lature Sol Van Praag, companion orator 
to Democratic Candidate for Congress W. G. 
Ewing. Van Praag did not care to go on the 
bail bond, possibly because he might have 
found difficulty in proving a $2,000 property 
qualification, and sent for his fellow-orator, 
Democratic Candidate Ewing. The latter had 
a long talk with Harrington. Ewing then 
went for Mike Lawler, brother of Democratic 
Candidate for Sheriff Lawler. Mike declined 
to put his autograph with Harrington’s on the 
bond, and went off to consult with the head of 
the Lawier political family. “Our Frank 
did not see his way clear to releas- 
ing Harrington, and Ewing had a fur- 


ther conversation with the alleged perjurer. 


The pmsoner was growing desperate 
and his language was so pointed that the Law- 
lers and Democratic Candidate Van Praag 
sought the Hon. William Fitzgerald, ex-Demo- 
cratic candidate, and so worked on that gen- 
tleman’s susceptibilities that he consented to 
go on the bond. 

But the Hon. Bill gave it out distinctly that 
the enterprise would be his last venture of 
this nature. After his release Harrington 
hastily left the Government Building with his 
liberators. Later he returned and was per- 
mitted to have a long interview with Adams. 
After this the latter emulated the silent clam 
in point of reticence, and his answers to all 
questions from any source were monosyllabic. 

The Story from the Cage. 

All day long Ald. Jerry Callaghan and his 
two grand-nephews, Patrick and John Murray, 
sat in the cage in one corner of the Marshal’s 
office waiting the bail that never came.

How the Fraud Is Worked. 


As an example of the open manner in which 
fraud has been practiced the! proceedings of 
last Friday and Saturday may be given. A 
party of eighteen or twenty Italians and 
Greeks were close-herded and driven from 
South Chicago to the Court-House corral. 
There, under the leadership of Democratic 
Candidate Van Praag, the meh ultimately suc- 
ceeded in getting their final papers entitling 
them to vote. The documents were not ob- 
tained on the first trial, someiof them not be- 
ing forthcoming until three different Judges 
had been visited. After a failure the unsuccess- 
ful candidate for citizenship! would be taken 
into the corridor, thoroughly coached, and 
sent back to try again. Several appeared twice 
before thesame Judge, but the Sicilians and 
descendants of the pirates of the Levant re- 
semble each other so closely and their names 
are so similar that tho officials failed to 
recognize them upon their se¢ond appearance. 
Newspaper reporters and others about the 
courts called attention to these bare-faced 
frauds at the time of their perpetration. 

Yesterday the patronage of the courts which 
have been doing the naturalization business 
showed a marked falling off. The crowds 
were smaller by a large percentage. The 
salutary effect of the prosecutions was almost 
instantaneous. : 0 

A Supervisor Not a Citizen. 

Chief Supervisor of Elections E. B. Sher- 
man had a little experience | yesterday which 
shows the true inwardness of the Democratic 
naturalization methods. Michael Griffin, a 
city employé, had been appointed a supervisor 
of election in the third precinct of the 
Eighteenth Ward on the recommendation of 
the Democratic committee; A sworn com- 
plaint was lodged yesterday to the effect ‘that 
Griffin is not a citizen of the United States. 
He was called up by Mr. Sherman. He said 
he had taken out full papers at Indianapolis 
in 1870,

The Penalty No Slight Matter.

ing extract from the United States statutes : 


Sec. 5,424. Every person ap 
a citizen,-or appearing as a ess for any such 
person, who knowingly personates any other per- 
son than himself, or falsely appears in the name 
of a deceased person, or in an assumed or 
fictitious name, or falsely makes, forges, or 
counterfeits any oath, notice, affidavit, certificate, 
order, record, signature, or other instrument, paper 


or proceeding required or authorized by any law 


relating to or providing for the. naturalization of 
aliens; or who utters, sells, disposes of or uses as 
true or genuine, or for any unlawful purpose any 
false, forged, antedated, or counterfeit oath, no- 
tice, certificate, order, record; signature, instru- 
oceeding above specified; or 
sells or disposes of to any person other than the 
person for whom it was originally issued, any cer- 
tificate of citizenship, or certificate showing any 
person to be admitted a citizen, shall be punished 
by imprisonment at hard labor not less than one 
year nor more than five years, or by a fine of not 
less than $300 nor more than $1,000, or by both 
suc fine and imprisonment. |

ANOTHER SUBURBAN LINE 


THE ILLINOIS CENTRAL TO TAP TER- 
RITORY WEST OF PULLMAN, 


Right of Way Has Almost All Been Se- 
cured—The Syndicate Interested in This 
Line the Purchaser of the Morgan Tract 
Important Real-Estate Deals—A Large 
Building to Be Erected on the West 
Side—The “ Normandie” Hotel. 


A $500,000 sale of real estate, and in connec- 
tion with it the establishment of a new 
suburban line of road by the Illinois Central 
railroad company, is the sensation of the day 
in real-estate matters. The land is the famous 
Morgan tract just south of Kensington, con- 
sisting of 467 acres. | 

The new li e of road which the Illinois Cen- 
tral proposes to build will start from the main 
line at the intersection of Ninety-ninth street 
and Cottage Grove avenue. From there it 
will run straight west to a point just beyond 
Halsted street. From there it will turn 
south and run parallel wish Halsted street 
through Fernwood and Washington Heights to 
the Pan-Handle railrond at One Hundred and 
Sixteenth street.. From that point it will run 
southeasterly parallel with and east ‘of the 
Pan- Handle railroad to a point just south of 
One Hundred and Twenty-third street, thence 
east, rejoining the main line of the IIlincis 
Central at Gardner Station. 

J. H. Van Vlissingen has been at the head 
of the forces that have induced the Illinois 
Central to establish this line. The right of 
way has now been nearly all secured. Refer- 
ence to a map of this section shows that the 


‘line wiil, with the exception of about a mile 


which parallels the Chicago, St. Louis and 
Pittsburg, all run through a section that has 
practically no suburban transit service. The 
country along almost the whole line is largely 
built up and will immediately yield a con- 
siderable suburban passenger service to the 
line. : 
Is It Pullman- Westinghouse? 

The syndicate which has been interested in 
securing the establishment of this line is the 
purchaser of the Morgan tract. This tract of 
land includes the northwest quarter of Sec. 29, 
37, 14, the west 240 acres of the north half of 
Sec. 28, 37, 19, and the east half of the south- 
east quarter of the same section. This makes 
479 acres altogether, but after deducting the 
amount used by railroads and two acres re. 
served for school purposes the tract contains 
net 267 acres. Twenty years ago the land was 
purchased by Charles J. Wicker for $50 
an acre. In 1872 he sold it to the late D. S. 
Morgan for $250 an acre. The price at which 
it is now sold is understood to be not far from 
$500,000, 

Rumors have been current for some time 
that it would be on this tract that the Westing- 
house-Pullman combination would erect 
shops. It now seems likely that those rumors 
had a good foundation. Itcan at least be 
definitely stated that the purchase makes 
certain the establishment of some important 
manufacturing interest on the land. 

The Illinois Central ‘railroad company has 
made an additional purchase to the one an- 
nounced last week by Tue Trisunz, at 
Dauphin Park, amounting to $10,750. This 
amount was paid by James Walsh for a nar- 
row strip lying between Ninetieth and Ninety- 
first streets and just east of the Illinois Cen- 
tral railroad. The land purchased is the 
fractional Block 9 and one lot in Block A of 
the Calumet Dock company’s subdivision. 
Both pieces will not amount to more then an 
acre, and the fact that over $10,000 wag-paid 
for the strip is evidench that the piece af prop- 
erty is badly needed by the purchasers, This 
strip is just south of the forty acres for which 
James Walsh paid $2,500 an acre. Great ef- 
forts have been made to cover up the.connec-. 
tion of the Illinois Central railroad ‘with this 
transaction, but parties interested in the sale 
are satisfied that this road is the party at in- 
terest. 

Operations Kept Dark. 

“The internal evidence is convincing: that 
the Illinois Central people are acting through 
Mr. Walsh,“ said a prominent lawyer who is 
interested in the sale. I cannot swear that 
the Illinois Central railroad has secured this 
land for shops, but I am willing to give good 
odds in a bet to that effect. In the first place 
the deposit money paid on the forty 
acre purchase was signed by the President of 
the [llinois Central railroad. In the second 
place the attorney who examined the title to 
this land for James Walsh admitted that it 
had been reéxqmined in the office of B. F. 
Ayer, the attorney ‘for the Illinois Central 
railroad company.“ | 

Mr. Walsh declined to say anything. about 
the purchase but would not deny that he was 
acting for the railroad.

The Standard Company Resumes Its Tac- 
tics of Crushing Out Opposition. 
Finpiay, O., Oct. 14.—[Special.]—The sec- 
ond drop in the price of Buckeye oil, which was 
announced by the Standard Oil company yes- 


| terday, making the present buying figures 32 


cents, has already had a marked effect on the 
opérations in the Northwestern Ohio oil 
fields. Not less than a hundred strings 
of tools were ordered to cease opera- 
tions as soon as wells now drilling 
are finished and contracts for wells have 
been canceled in dozens. of localities 
today. Every operator, unless forced to 
drill to hold leases, will cease production as 
soon as possible, and the output of wells will 
be greatly decreased within the next two 
weeks. It is the general opinion of oil men 
that the Standard, having captured all the 
large independent companies, is now trying to 
crush out the smaller concerns, and that the 
price of the Ohio product will drop until the 
old price of 15 cents is again reached. 


NEGRO PRISONERS WILL CELEBRATE. 


They Will Be Liberated from the Rich- 
mond Jail Emancipation-Day.

This was the policy of home rule 
that he had upheld and defended in his cam- 
paign last fall, and upon it he had been 
choseh Governor of Ohio, It was a brave ut- 
terance, yet there are many doubters as to 
whether and Governor will be able to make 
the bluff good. 
Gov. Campbell’s Firm Stand, 

All day the air of promise has been abroad, 
and the Cincinnati members and their friends 
have worked hard to induce the Governor to 
aid the scheme to appoint a committe 


at the adjourned session in J next. 


The object of this was to tide over the 


unpleasantness until after the November 
election, but Gov. Campbell refused point 
blank to have anything to do with such a half- 
way scheme. He cared nothing for the 
threats of the boodlers in his party and would 
listen to nothing but the total extinction of 
the suspected boards. He was pretty sure of 
his ground, for he had the assura of every 
Republican vote in the Senate and House. to- 
gether with enough anti-gang Democrats in 
both branches to pass the laws desired. 

The General Assembly convened in extra 
session at 10 o’clock, and the corridors and 
ante-rooms of the Chambers of the Senate and 
House were crowded with spectators. Ninety- 
five members responded to the roll-call in the 
House, and the special message of the Govern- 
or was received, giving the reasons for conven- 
ing the. General Assembly in extraordinary 
session. The message says: 

The extraordinary power of calling a special 
session of your honorable body has been invoked 
on account of the deplorable condition of public 
affairs in the City of Cincinnati, which, it is be- 
lieved, can be partially remedied by enabling the 
people of that city to choose certain important 
boards at the approaching November election. 
The time for beginning the work of official reform 
there has come, and, for this laudable purpose, 
you are asked to submit to temporary inconven- 
ience. The legislation proposed is so simple and 
obviously so just that it is hoped you may be able 
speedily to resume your customary pursuits. 

Shamefal Corruption in Cincinnati. 

It is almost unnecessary to recite the corrupt 
practices which have existed in the government 
of the city of Cincinnati. Members of public 
bodies have trafficked in their own votes without 
shame and with small pretense of concealment. 
A suit between alleged bribe-takers is pending in 
court for an equal division of booty, and honor 
among thieves” has been forgotten in the fierce 


strugglé to despoil the people. With a few hon- 
orable excep the entire public service is de- 
moralized,. * 

The then quotes from Cincinnati 


newspapers of both parties to show that crook- 
edness existed or was at least strongly sus- 
pe Board of Public Improve- 
‘ments and the nnial Board. Gov, Camp- 
bell renews his recommendation that a new 
charter be formulated which would give Cin- 
cinnati more jurisdiction over home affairs’ 
than it now has. The message concludes as 
follows: 

Both these boards should be abolished. This 
creation by appointment was but depriving 
these people: of their rights. The boards 
themselves are failures. Nothing ‘remains 
but to undo which has already 
been done. Let the law-making power and 
the appointing power confess their mistakes and 
join hands to rectify them. Restore to the people 
in time for the approaching November election 
the power of choosing successors to these boards. 
In the aroused state of public feeling, growing 
out of recent exposures, the people of Cincinnati 
may be depended upon to elect capable and trust- 
worthy officers. They are in the mood to rise to 
the occasion. They should be encouraged. If 
this expectation be realized and good officers be 
selected now it will doubtless be the commence- 
ment of a lasting change for the better. 

A wise observer of large experience recently 
said, and said truly, that Cincinnati was cursed 
with a lower moral tone in politics than that 
which afflicted any of the other great cities of the 
country. Now. while the people are awake to 
their condition, let us return to home rule "— 
let us do that which is always right and 
which at this particular juncture is an especial 
necessity.. Who can object to this? Certainly no 
one opposes restoring power to the people from 
whom all of us receive our temporary authority. 
Can it be that there are persons upon these boards 
who are ashamed or afraid to go tothe people 
for their vindication? If the gentlemen thus 
legislated out are honest men and enjoy and de- 
serve the confidence of the people they will 


welcome the opportunity for a popular 
election to the posts they now hold 
by appointment; but if they have 


been unfaithful and undeserving they will be 
unwilling to render an account of their steward- 
ship or let the people pass upon it at the polls. 
Should they shrink from submitting their claims 
to the people, whom they are sworn to serve, that 
is in itself a full confession of incapacity or guilt. 

Let the arbitrament of the ballot determine 
whether they possess the confidence of the people. 
No other tribunal can settle that question; no 
other is ever sought by men conscious of services 
well performed or duty faithfully discharged. 

The message was referred to the Judiciary 
Committee and in the Senate the same action 
was taken. In the last-named body Senators 
Pattison and Gaumer, at the request of the 
Governor, introduced bills providing for the 
abolition of the Board of Public Im- 
provements and the Decennial Board of Ap- 
An effort was 
made to secure a two-third vote for 
the passage of these measures, but 
amid a storm of noes the demand was recalled. 
They were also referred to the Committee on 
Judiciary and an adjournment taken to al- 
low the Democratic caucus to consider them 
and hear what the Governor would do. toward 
saving the official necks of the Cincinnati 
boards. An effort was made to secure his 
consent to an alleged attempt to investigate 
the board, but to this proposition he absolute- 
ly refused to give his assent. —

VISITING IRON AND STEEL MEN BID 
CHICAGO GOOD-BY. 


Sorry That Their Time Was Limited—The 
Larger Portion of the Party Start for 
the South and the Rest for the North- 
west—To Meet Again in New York— 
The Distinguished Foreigners Spend the 
Last Day Here in Sightseeing. 


The visiting iron and steel men left Chicago 


last evening with unanimous regret at the 
limited time of their stay. In two days they 
saw enough to make a deep and lasting im- 
pression upon their minds, and like the sage, 
who, dying, said he had lived long enough to 
learn how little he knew, they saw enough to 
make them appreciate how much more there 
was to be seen. The weather was cool and 
bracing, and the clouds cleared away to let 
the sun shine, that the guests of the city 
might see it at its best. | 
The party separated here, the larger num- 
ber of the foreign visitors leaving for the 
South over the Pennsylvania, with Birming- 
ham as the objective point, and the remainder 
are en route for the Lake Superior mining

28. The Southern-bound party will stay at 
Birmingham two days, Chattanooga and

The main body of the tourists visited the 
South Chicago works of the Illinois Steel com- 
pany, the Fowler Car-Wheel Works, and the 
town of Pullman. Two special trains left the 
Van Buren Street Station of the Illinois Cen- 
tral at 10:15 a. m. The first section, which 
was about three minutes ahead of the second, 
met with a smail accident near the end of the 
journey. ,Just as the train was entering the 
yards of Illmois Steel company the engine 
ran off the track. 1 

Stopped Just in Time, N 


The engineer saw the misplaced switch in 
time to shut off steam and reverse his engine, 
and he succeeded in stopping the train just as 
the tender reached the open switch. There 
was a perceptible jar but not enough to ex- 
cite any alarm, and the majority of the pas- 
sengers are yet in ignorance of the cause of 
the sudden stoppage. They all got off the 
train and walked the remainder of the way to 
the works. Superintendents Russell and 
Harrington of the Illinois Central were on the 
train, and there will doubtless be a rigid in- 
vestigation into the cause of the accideut, 
which, however slight, was none the less an- 
noying. ) 

Messrs. Jay C. Morse, Sterling, H. S 
Smith, Walker. Forsythe, and 0. 
of the Illinois Steel company met the party 
with a score of superintendents of depart- 
ments and other employés, the latter wearing 
conspicuous red badges labeled Guide. 
Each guide marshaled a small party and pro- 
ceeded to show the visitors over the plant. 
Neat souvenirs in the shape of a folded card 
containing a panoramic photograph of the 
works was presented to each member of the 
party. It was explained to them 
that this was but one of the five 
plants belonging to the ‘company. They 
were shown the four biast furnaces, the 
Bessemer plant, and the rail- mill, One of the 
Minnesota Iron company’s propellers was dis- 
charging @ load of ore at the dock at the time. 

After a couple of hours the visit to the steel 
plant was brought to an end zud the party 
again took the train. The next stop was at 
the Fowler Car-Wheel Works, where Hervey 
W. Fowler and Cyrus H McCormick did the 
honors. The visitors were shown the process 
of manufacturing a steel car- wheel. The 
Fowler company makes its own steel by the 
Robert-Bessemer process. The steel is first 
cast in the form of a blank car-wheel, with 
a diameter about an inch greater than the 
finished wheel. The wheel blank is then 
heated and placed in a rolling machine, which 
operates exclusively on the rim of the wheel 
by means of a cluster ot driven rolls, and 
by enormous pressure: the diameter is slowly 
reduced to the required form. 


The Visitors at Pullman. 


Extefsive preparations for the reception and 
entertainment of the party were made at Pull- 
man, the next and last stop. When the train 
arrived at the model city“ there was in wait- 
ing a group of rere including Mr. Pull- 
man, Charles L. Hutchinson, Messrs. Reed, 
Angell; Brown, and Bryant of the Pullman 
company, and also Directors Marshall Field 
and Norman Williams. Manager H. H. Ses- 
sions was in charge of a large corps of guides, 
which included the foremen of all the shops 
and others of the most intelligent among the 
employés of the company.

While the guests enjoyed the luncheon 
the band played a varied assortment of airs, 
including one with a hunting chorus, which 
received great applause. The guests were 
struck with the beauty of the pretty little Pull- 
man theater, and after luncheon was 
over they .strolled in and (seated them- 
selves, almost completely filling the 
theater, After the distinguished 
audience had sat for awhile and showed no 
signs of departing it became evident that 
some speech-making was expected.

Denver Detectives Indicted for Brutal At-

For months he 
has been bringing over here all the gloves he 
could in anticipation of an increase of the 
duties. He and other importers are so stocked 
up that they have on hand enough to s ſpply 
the demands of the country for the next six 
months. Therefore it is not the tariff but his 
own greed which makes him raise prices. But 
as it would not do to own up to the latter he 
puts all the blame on the former. Besides, he 
is no doubt a Democratic free-trader, anxious 
for the repeal of all duties on his wares, and 
he is eager therefore to give the McKinley bill 
a slap. 

He is not the only importer who is in this 
disreputable business. There are hundreds of 
others who are marking up their immense 
stocks of goods and telling purchasers that the 
tariff has forced them to do it, when months 
will pass before that law will have the slight- 
est effect. If the people were to limit their 
purchases and let these importers’ goods alone 
for a time the latter would have to drop their 
prices and take what they could get. It would 
serve them right if their greed were to result 
in their being stuck badly. | 


THE NATURALIZATION FRAUDS. 
There is no doubt that wholesale naturaliza- 
tion frauds have been practiced in this city in 
the interest of the Democratic local organiza- 
tion. The character of the men in change of 
the Democratic Naturalization Bureau is 
prima-facie evidence that fraud has been re- 
sorted to by them.

This in itself 
was an indication of fraud. Those same 
persons if they attempted to register yester- 
day had to give their genuine residence. That 
cau be easily ascertained from the registry 
lists. Every man should be traced, and any 
man who is found to have violated the laws 
ought to be relentlessly prosecuted. | The 
cases against these men will be tried in the 
Federal courts, not in the local courts, where, 
through the manipulation of bailiffs of the 
Hanks-Salomon variety, juries can be fixed.”’ 
There should be no let-up in these cases, Al- 
ready, thanks to the energy of Marshal Hlitch- 
cock, who appears to be an officer of nerve 
and spirit, eight of the rascals have been dis- 
covered in the work of fraud.

A TRUST, NOT A TARIFF. 

A New York paper says that a Brooklyn 
cordage mill empioymg 300 men has been 
closed, and it gives as the reason the refusal 
of Congress to make the duty on binding 
twine what the manufacturers asked for—a 
cent and three-quarters a pound—granting 
only the insufficient protection of seven-tenths 
ofacent. If this explanation is the true one 
it is an instructive lesson for the discharged 
workingmen, nearly every one of whom voted 
the free-trade Democratic ticket, of the dan- 
gers of fooling with Democratic free trade. 
Other workingmen may take heed also when 
they see that an industry, getting its raw ma- 
terial free and using labor-saving machinery 
a great deal and manual labor very little, can- 
not survive even an approach to free trade. 
They should ask themselves where their indus- 
tries would be with no protection at all. 

But there is good reason to believe that the 
closing of this mill is due to a trust, not a 
tariff. Tun Trreuns has called attention 
already to the fact that in spite of the re- 
duced duty on binding twine, which the mill 
men said would ruin them instanter, a com- 
pany which controls fourteen of these mills is 
offering for sale five millions of 8 per cent 
preferred cumulative stock, dividends payable 
quarterly. An industry which can make such 
profits does not close a mill because manu- 
facturing is unprofitable. But a trust often 
closes a mill or factory because the manu- 
facturing can be done more cheaply when 
concentrated at the remaining establishments. 
The proprietor is paid out of the profits of the 


trust as much as he would have received had 


the mill been running. But the discharged 
hands get nothing. 

Some years ago, before the binding-twine 
men had formed their combination, cordage 
works were started at Peoria, a number of 
citizens giving the projectors a bonus of $6,000. 
The works, which employed about 300 per- 
sons, were run for quite a time and made 
money. But after the binding-twine men 
formed their alliance the Peoria mill was 
closed simply because manufacturing could be 
done a little more cheaply at the East. It has 
remained shut ever since, though the business, 
according to the affidavits of the cordage men, 
has for years been an immensely profitable 
one, | 

The Peoria mill was not shut up because of 
much protection nor the Brooklyn one be- 
cause of less of, it. Each was closed merely 
because it suited the purpose of those who 
have the genera] control of the cordage and 
binding-twine iddustry in the United States.

THE CENSUS. FIASCO, 

The calculations made by the Census Bureau 
in regard to the population of the United 
States indicate a total of barely 63,250,000. 
The count has been completed for thirty 
States and Territories, and for all the othevs 
except one or two districts in each. The re- 
sult is so very far below what was generally 
expected that it may well cause universal sur- 
prise. It is nearly 2 per cent less than the 
tentative estimate made by the bureau several 
months ago, and therefore ought to surprise 
the officials as much as the outside. public. 
Also it is about 1 per cent less than the 
64,000,000 which Superintendent Porter stated 
at the close of the canvass might be confi- 
dently regarded as secured to the count, leav- 
ing it to be inferred that the round number 
named might be exceeded. The poverty of the 
result may also be shown by stating that it 
represehts an increase of only a little over 
26 per cent for the last ten years, which is the 
smallest for any decade since the first census 
was taken, except the one which included the 
war for the suppression of the Rebellion. The 
average rate of increase for the seven terms 
preceding that was 34.5 per cent, smallest 
being 32.5 for the one next followifg the year 
1820. The estimated total for this year is said 
to be still open to revision, and it is just pos- 
sible a mistake in the footings will be dis- 
covered, in spite of electrical counting, that 
will materially raise the aggregate. If not

NOT READT TO COMBINE. 


OPPOSITION TO PROPOSED CONSOLI- 
DATION OF TRAFFIC INTERESTS. 


— 


It Would Give Control of Western Railway 
Interests to the Brokers’. Triangle and 
the Eastern Railway Magnates—Presi- 
dents of the Roads in the Gentlemen’s 
Association Adjourn Without. Doing 
Anything—Lumber Discrimination—Fin- 
ley’s Success, : | 

The quarterly meeting of the Presidents of 
the Gentlemen's Association was held yester- 
day. Asfaras learned Chairman Walker’s 
communicat:on suggesting a close consolida- 
tion of traffic interests and the placing of the 
rate-making power in the bands of a single in- 
dividual or an independent corporation was 
not even discussed. Mr. Walker was in- 
structed, however, to call a special meeting of 
the Presidents of all the Western roads when- 
ever there is a prospect of bringing about such 
an arrangement, : 

The opinion of a number of Western Rail- 
road Presidents is that an arrangement like 
that proposed by Chairman Walker is imprac- 
ticable, as it is impossible under existing cir- 
cumstances to get all the roads to consent to 
a consolidation of traffic interests and to place 
them in the hands of an independent ‘agency. 
There is hardly a doubt that the bankers’ tri- 
angle of New York and some of the Eastern 
magnates, including Jay Gould, the Santa Fé 
syndicate, and probably Mr. Huntington of 
the Southern Pacific, are striving to secure 
such a consolidation. It would give them the 
desired opportunity to secure virtual control 
of the Western railroad interests and enable 
them to control all the traffic of the lines be- 
tween Chicago and the Pacific coast. But 
nearly all of the strong lines between Chicago 
and the Missouri River are not prepared to 


| allow the Eastern magnates to control their 


properties, and they mean to make 
a determined fight before they consent to such 
ascheme. Before the syndicate of Eastern 
bankers and railroad magnates can gain their 
ends they will have to acquire possession of a 
good many more roads. It is doubtful even 
whether the present auxiliary associations can 
be kept up much longer. If the existing 
agreement for division of traffic by diversion 
is not carried out more earnestly and faith- 
fully than it has been thus far it is certain one or 
more roads will withdraw f those auxiliary 
associations and make independent efforts to 
secure a fair proportion of the traffic. One 
road is now considering the advisability of 
withdrawing from the Western Freight Asso- 
ciation. Owing to these complications it is 
not probable the proposition for a consolida- 
tion of the three Western freight associations 
can be carried out. 

The resignation of Mr. Faithorn as Chair- 
man of the Western and Northwestern Divis- 
ions of the Western Freight Association and 
Mr, Finley as Chairman of the Trans-Mis- 
souri Freight Association has led some of the 
railroad officials to advoeate a consolidation 
of the three associations, with either Chair- 
man Walker or Chairman Midgley at the 
head, on the ground thatit would simplify 
matters materially and cause a large saving 
in expenses, but owing to the present unset- 
tled state of affairs a majority of the Western 
managers do not think this is an opportune 
time to make such consolidation, and it is 
probable when the matter comes up for dis- 
cussion next Thursday it will be decided to 
let the associations remain as they are until 
the clouds roll by and the managers of the 
various can see more clearly what ste 
are necessrry to bring about a better condi- 
tion of affairs.

CROWDED OUT OF LUMBER TRAFFIC. 


Efforts to Induce the Alton Not to Reduce 
the Lumber Rates. 

The notice of the Chicago and Alton of its 
intention to reduce the lumber rates from 
Chicago to Missouri River points to 10 cents 
per 100 pounds (present rate is 15 cents) did 
not come up for consideration at yesterday’s 
meeting of the Western Freight Association, 
but will be taken up this morning. A strong 
effort will be made to induce the Alton to 
withdraw its notice, but the latter seems de- 
termined to put the reduced rates into effect 
unless the Wisconsin roads agree to give up a 
fair proportion of the business. The present 
adjustment of lumber rates is entirely 
in favor of the Wisconsin lines and 
nearly all the lumber for the West 
comes from Wisconsin points. Chicago lum- 
ber shippers have no show to compete against 
the Wisconsin dealers under the circumstances, 
Owing to the discrimination

Several Important Changes to Be Made in 
the Make-Up of the Team. 

Perhaps the greatest base-ball failure of the 
year was the South Side club here. On Paper it 
was certainly the greatest club ever organized, 
but experience has proven that clubs are often 
much stronger there than they are on the field. 
This was the case with Comiskey's men. The 
cranks throughout the country expected them to 
race away with the pennant and run away off, but 
they managed by hard work to finish fourth in- 
stead, There were many reasons to account for 
the club’s poor showing. In the first place it had 
more than its share of ill luck and there was hard- 
ly a stretch of half a dozen games during the sea- 
son that it was enabled to put its full playing 
strength in the field.
